In \ifw of tho many rrpoils which 


have been in circulation recently re- 
garding political conditions in Morocco, 
a few lines coi'coniini: matters as they 
rtally are may not be unappreciated. 
Fp to the time of writing nothing very 
serious ha.^ occurred, and the mission- 
aries are all safe, sound and well. 


The sultan of Morocco, Moolai Abd 


Al Aziz, began his reign eight years ago 
at (he use of sixteen, just previous to 
the commencement of our mission worl; 
in this laud. His grand vizier, famil- 
iarly known by the name of Abu Ham- 
id, at oiiee assumed full control of the 
young sultan's dominions aud affairs. 
He was an unusually stern and unre- 
lenting character, with little love for 
anything foreign. 
Under his adminis- 


tration foreign powers received, with 
but one or two exceptions, no favors of 
any importance, and treaty rights were 
generally, if at all, obtained ouly after 
:i show of force. 


I'pcn the death of Abu Hainid two 


and a half years ago the CQunlry knew 
him so well and know the sultan so lit- 
Lle that conservative people feared the 
tribes might rise up and rebel wbeu 
his strong hand relaxed its bold. 
I 


was myself detained a little while by 
this fear in leaving Mequlnez for Fez 
and Lai-ache at the time of the last 
visit of our general director to Morocco. 
But the sultan proved to be no figure- 
head and assumed the reins of govern- 
ment at this juncture just as complete- 
ly as he had turned them over to the 
vizier at liis accession. 


Two important facts now affect the 


whole story—one, that the sultan had 
developed the most remarkable liking 
for everything foreign, aud the other 
that during the winter preceding the 
death of the grand vizier, France, 
whoso possessions in Algeria lie on the 
eastern border of Morocco, had by force 
;7f arms taken possession of a district 
on the Morocco frontier known as 
Tuat. and it seemed as if further Inva- 
sion of Morocco territory was immi- 
lent. The Moorish government found 
t necessary to send strong warnings to 
he tribes of the neighboring district of 
Tafilett to prevent the execution of 
"ilans for an attack on the French, as 
'holy war" had been proclaimed iu the 
mhlic markets. Had such a thing tak- 
en place there would probably have 
been :i pretext for further Digressions 
ou the territory of the sultan for thp 
ostensible purpose of restoring order, 
ai;:l possibly a sufficient pretext for 
wri- would have been found. At tbe 
same time that efforts were made to 
check the movements of the tribesmen 
of Tafilett x protest to France and an 
appeal to the principal European pow- 
ers; were made. 
The case, however, 


seemed complicated, and none of the 
j-ov.-ers seemed inclined to interfere 
with the French in th'-ir free haud on 
the frontier. 


Shortly after this time the public 


mind was considerably exercised at the 
arrest by t'.ie sultan of the vizier, Al 
IIjj Mokhtav, who had succeeded Abu 
II-i:iiid. What this meant was not un- 
derstood, as such occurrences were said 
to be rare in recent years. But it did 
not remain entirely a mystery, for in 
an exceedingly short time the vizier 
who was appointed to succeed him was 
sent oa a special mission to Kngland, 
ostensibly to congratulate the king on 
his succession, but probably, in fact, as
